We are rapidly approaching that season of the 
vear when bro«Mlmarcs are put up at public auction 
and it may Ik* of interest, as well as value to onr 
breeders, to know how tlie leading broodmare sires 
stand this year. 

Not since the Kentucky Farmer and Breeder 
passed out of existence has a winning broodmare 
sire list lieen publishcil in North America, but a list 
of this kind must lie a great help to iirogressive 
brc*eders. who can lie brought to n*>alize that certain 
strains of Mmsl are far more productive of goisl 
broodmares than otliers. I have long coutendeil that 
more sncc«*ss will come from the outcross and bal- 
ancing of tlie hbsKl lines plan of mating than b.v 
following any other known plan. Return the best 
blood of tlie dam to tin* best bhxKl in the dam of 
the sire, if you will, but leave me figures alone, 
and 1 think a study of the appended table will bear 
me out. Verily this year is a triumph for the house 
of Herod. Hamburg, a ilerfsl horse, heads the [Kill, 
folluweil by his own sire, Hanover, one of the great- 
■st of all * hnxKlinarc sires. I have iwit in this list 
nil out the names of the diffcrt*nt marcs and their 
winning pr<Hliic<*, holding this in rcsiTve until tin* 
end of the .vear, when hrc<*ders will lie able to stiuly 
it at their leisure. 

Hamburg’s main dcp<*ndence for his exalted posi- 
tiiHi is Jersey Lightning, dam of Regret, Baniegat 
and the FiituriJy whiner. Thiinden*r. Adriana has 
jiroiluced Co<iuette and (Vlandria. llammcrles.s Re- 
coil. tiolden I)ro|». <;illi«*s. Artful. Sam Slick ami 
.\droit. and Hamburg. c<une what may, is absolutely 
assur(*d of first place f<ir 191.7. 

Hanover, the runner up, has topped the list in 
otlier days, !*ut Hanover’s daughters are getting 
along in years. Hanover died in 1SS9, s<i that the 
.voungest of tlieni cannot be less than fifteen years 
of age. Hanover’s record as a broodmare sire is 
indeed a remarkable one, and he now leads all 
others in the nnmlier of races won, hut Hanover 
owes his iK»siti.*u, this .vear, mainly to numerical 
strength. N<ithing out of any of his daughters, 
this year, lias shown anything ajiproaching first- 
clas.s form. Mi.ss t'anule. dam of Brandywine, ten 
wins, and Louise Travers has done liest. Tea’s 
Over, as customary, has out a stake winner in 
Tea Caddy. It.s too much to expect these Hanover 
mares to go cn forever, but Hamburg, his son, 
reigns in his stead. 

Sir Dixoii «,is thud place and, like Hanover, owes 
his success to qaautity rather than quality. Agnes 
Virginia is the dam of the Spinaway winner Jacoiia 
and Druid is the dam of Irrawaddy and Gainer. 

Meddler some years ago was carted off to France 
and I am niiable to ascertain if he is still in the 
land of the living. If so. the horse must have at- 
tained to the ripe old equine age of twenty-five. 
Meddler’s liest is Fron Frou, dam of four winners 
this .vear. including that smart jumper Swish. Stal- 
wart’s sister. Perverse, has done w'ell with Pesky 
and Stuhlioru. 

Next in order comes Star Shoot, the only living 
stalLon whitli holds a place in lioth the winning 
stallion and bniodinaro sire lists. Livonia. Star 
SluKjt’s daughter, has priKliiced The Finn, winner of 
six race*:; and $11.4.70 in first money alone. Star Cat 
has Star Jasmine (five w'iiisl. PrenJressive and Puss 
in Bofds. preibablv the lK*st two-year-old filly of the 
year, running for her. ami the daughters of Star 
SlMMit have made a most auspicious beginning, due 
pniliablv to the Hermit strain of his dam. Astrology. 

Exile’ another Herod, has only four producing 
daughters, but Old Forget is a veritable host in 
herself, and is the dam of Borrow, whose earn- 
ings this year alone total up over $20.tKX) — and 
of Sluinliercr, whh-h has a half doxen brackets 
oppesite his nanie. 

Domino’s daughters do well. Especially so in 
the the pnKluction of fleet tw o-.vear-olds. Domi- 
nant is the leading money earner amongst the 
juveniles, leading Thunderer by an even hundre<L 
XtK.nday. l ap and Bells and Running Stream all 
merit recognition. Hindoo, Herod again. Three 



generations of the Glencoe line find representation 
in tills table, has done well, though tlie class of 
his offsriring may iierhaps fall short of those of 
other days. 

Star Ruby mares are coming on famously. This 
might have been anticipated, and 1 also look for 
the daughters of another Elmendorf stallion. Water- 
cress, to succeed in this line. Star Ruby is bred 
for a broiKlniare sire, b.v Hampton from Ornament, 
by Bend Ur out of Lily Agnes, by Macaroni. Herml. 

* Kingsioii is the sole representative of the house 
<if Matchcni amongst the twenty leading broiMlmare 
sires, and I am disappoint<*d in the failure of the 
daughters of Hastings to prmliice anything of first 
class. 

Rayon d’Or’s position is noteworthy. The St. 
Legef winner dieil so long ago as lS9ti, so that the 
youngest of his daugliters must be eighteen, j*et 
St. Priscilla is the dam of the Suburban winner 
Stromboli and Flittreinouse, one of the last of 
Rayoii d’Or’s get. is the dam of Feiimouse, winner 
of eight good races this season. 

Daughters of The C<iniinoner are responsible for 
lilt* production of a number <if winners, though 
rather d»*ti<!ciit in giKid class. Daughters, tmi, of 
Knight of tijc ’I'liistle arc <*oming forward in no 
umertaiu manner. Ben Stroinc is disapnointini 
and tlic patriarch of the elect is Ilim.var. which 
was foaled as far lia<*k as 1H75 and iive«l to Ik* 
thirty in liis Tcnncssc«; houu*. 

Mares then of Hanover descent, mares by Star 
Ruliv, Star Slioot. Knight of tlic Thistle, mares 
which show the blc<Hl of Rayon d’Or. lliinyar. Sir 
DLxon. .Meddler, are w'cll worth while and worthy 
to find a plate in any man’s stud.

Terrific hammering by French artillery lias worn 
down the German powers of resistance in the Cham- 
pagne region, say dispatches received Thursday from 
the fnmt. Tlie German sec*ond line trenches are 
crumbling under the lu*avy iiouiidiug of shells and 
t!u*re are indications that the enemy’s line is about 
to give wav along a w'ide front. In one of their 
lat«*st infantry charges the French virtually reached 
file <*ovet«'<l railway liehind the (iermaii lines. The 
Germans <*onc<*de that a French attack w’est of the 
S<iiniue-Pv-Souain highroad (lenetrated their line in 
tile diie<*tiou «ff Ste. Marie, which is on that rail- 
way. the Cliallcranze-Bazancourt line, but declare 
the* French were driven hack. It is known, how- 
ever, tliat the French are within two miles of the 
rail wav north of Tahnre and exfierts prwlict they 
will reach it and cut off this Orman means of 
ommunieatiou within a fortnight. 

A well-defined earthquake shock was felt at San 
Francisc.i at 9;2(J o’clock Thursday night. There 
were two distinct tremors, lioth sharp enough to 
swav buildings slightly and rattle doors and win- 
dow’s. Vt 9-35 another disturbanoe, imieh milder, 
was experien(*ed. Considerable excitement, espe- 
cially to Strangers, was caused by the quakes, but 
the alarm quickly subsided. Four shocks were felt 
ill Berkelev, across the bay from San Francisco, 
the first registering on the seismograph at the 
University of t'alifornla an intensity of ‘6. Tlie 
big earthquake of UHh; w.-is classed as an ‘S.’ 

TIm* distrubames. the university oliservatory authori- 
ties s;iid. was purely Iwal.
